The horse 
fell on her. She was rendered un- 
conscious. 

Young Roosevelt was attending 
classes at the University of Vir- 
ginia law school when he was in- 
formed of the accident.

—Federal income tax collections by 


the Treasury ran 26 per cent ahead 


of last year in the first 16 days of 
March. 

With the first heavy collections 
reaching the Treasury from its 64 
regional offices, since the March 15 
deadline for filing returns, income 
tax collections in the first 16 days 
of March totaled $319,090,247, com- 
pared with $253,038,051 in the same 
number of days last year. The 
figures were released by the Treas- 
ury today.

Motion Before Judge Rowe 


Asserts Newspaper’s Re- 
ply Fails to Purge Re- 
spondents of Contempt. 


MINOR CHANGES IN 
NEWSPAPER’S REPLY 


Facts Agreed On, Clearing 
Way for Arguments With 


Issues Narrowed to Points 
of Law. 


A motion for judgment on the 
pleadings, in the contempt of court 
proceeding instituted by Circuit 
Judge Thomas J. Rowe against the 
Post-Dispatch and three members 
of its editorial staff, was filed in 
Judge Rowe’s court this afternoon 
by Circuit Attorney Franklin Mil- 
ler and his associate counsel. 

The Circuit Attorney’s action fol- 
lowed the insertion of two brief 
amendments in the Post-Dispatch’s 
return, by counsel for this newspa- 
per. 

The Circuit Attorney, in his mo- 
tion, stated that “the separate joint 
return herein filed by the respond- 
ents fails to state facts or grounds 
sufficient to constitute any defense 
or valid cause why the said re- 
spondents, and each of them, 
should not be attached and pun- 
ished for contempt of the court, on 
the grounds stated in the citation: 
and that the separate joint return 
fails to purge the respondents, and 
each of them, from such con- 
tempt.”. 

Therefort, the Circuit Attorney 
asked that the court “make and 
enter its attachment and judgmen 
finding the g@iipondents, and 
of them, guilty of contempt of 
court on the grounds stated in the 
citation, and order a commitment 
to issue thereon accordingly.” 

Reese’s Name Omitted. 

The Circuit Attorney prefaced 
his motion with the names of the 
respondents originally named, the 
Pulizer Publishing Co., publishers 
of the Post-Dispatch; Ben H. Reese, 
managing editor of the Post-Dis- 
patch; Ralph Coghlan, editor of 


„the editorial page, and Daniel R. 


Fitzpatrick, cartoonist. In the 
body of the motion, however, he 
omits the name of Reese, in whose 
behalf a separate return has been 
filed, setting forth that he, as man- 
aging editor, was not in charge of 
the editorial page, on which were 


printed March 5 and 6 the editori-| 


als and cartoon which were the 
basis of the citation. 

Joseph Pulitzer, president of the 
Pulitzer Publishing Co., appeared 
in behalf of the company at the 
two brief sessions of court held 
yesterday. 

Miller’s action today followed the 
course outlined by Judge Rowe 
after the amendments to the 
Post-Dispatch’s return were filed. 
By the form of his motion, the Cir- 
cuit Attorney accepts, at least for 
the purpose of the argument, the 
statements of fact made by the 
Post-Dispatch in its return, but 
takes the ground that, accepting 
the return as true, the offense of 
contempt has been committed as 
charged. 

The case is set for hearing be- 
fore Judge Rowe at 10 o’clock 
Thursday morning. 

If a judgment is rendered by 
Judge Rowe against the Pulitzer 
Publishing Co., publishers of the 
Post-Dispatch, or any of the cited 
staff members, an application to the 
Supreme Court for a writ of habeas 
corpus is to be expected. 

Changes in Return. 

The changes in the Post-Dispatch 
return are in the section where the 
trial of State Representative Ed- 
ward M. (Putty Nose) Brady on a 
$10,000 extortion charge, March 4, 
is described, and in the narra- 
tion of Circuit Judge Ernest F. 
Oakley’s decision in the civil suit 
against Brady’s co-defendant, John 
P. Nick, deposed boss of the Mo- 
tion Picture Operators’ Union. 

The first interlineation comes in 
the paragrapn telling of Judge 
Rowe's suggestion that the Brady 
case be dismissed if the State had 
no further evidence against Brady 
on the charge of conspiracy than it 
had shown previously against Nick. 
The words added are “And evi- 
dence of threats by Nick or Brady 
by which the money was extorted.“

Chairman of Board. 


A plan for payment of the $4,597,- 
201 principal still due on defaulted 
first mortgage participations which 
the First National Co. sold to the 
public when it was the investment 
affiliate of the First National Bank, 


was announced today by the bank. 
The participations totaled -$9,577,- 
503. at the time of the default in 
1933. 

Under the plan the bank would 
contribute $1,491,456 in cash and 
cancel $130,397 in participations and 
loans on participations owned by it. 
In addition, it would release, as 
part of the colldteral for a $3,600,000 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation 
loan to the company, collateral ap- 
praised at $600,000 held by the bank 
as security for two loans to the 
company. These two loans, aggre- 
gating $806,601, are now carried on 
the bank’s books at $2. 7 

The RFC loan would be secured 
also by the mortgage -bonds and 
notes underlying the participations 
still unpaid. After repayment of 
the loan, the bank would receive 
any remaining assets of the com- 
pany to apply on its contribution. 

Interest lost by participation 
holders since the certificates went 
into default May 1, 1933, at an 
average rate of 5 per cent, amounts 
to about $2,280,962 to date. Most of 
the participations carried 5 per cent 
interest, but some were at 4% per 
cent and some at 5% per cent. 

Company’s Liabilities. 


Liabilities of the company, As 
set out in the plan, include the $4,- 
597,201 due participations holders, 
$305,050 due on various guaranteed 
bond issues, $125,981 in cash re- 
serves and $845,039 owed the RFC 
on an earlier loan. That loan, for 
$3,336,000, was used to pay 36 per 
cent of the $9,577,000 in participa- 
tions. The remainder of the 62 per 
cent paid so far, 16 per cent, or 
$1,644,302, came from proceeds of 
liquidation of the underlying mort- 
gages. 

Under the plan these liabilities 
would be discharged by the $3,600,- 
000 RFC loan, $642,010 in cash on 
hand, the $130,397 in participa- 
tions and loans on participations 
owned by the bank, $9408 in par- 
ticipations held by trustees of the 
company, and the bank’s payment 
of $1,491,456. The trustees are the 
bank and former Gov. Henry 8. 
Caulfield. . 

To become effective the plan, ap- 
proved today by the bank’s board 
of directors, must be approved also 
by holders of participations,. stock- 
holders of the bank and by Circuit 
Court, which appointed the trus- 
tees to liquidate the company. 

The $9,577,503 in participations, 
sold to about 3400 holders, were 
guaranteed by the company, 

“Moral Obligation.” 

In a letter to stockholders, notify- 
ing them of a sPecial meeting May 
28, the bank says: “In view of the 
relationship between the First Na- 
tional Co. and the bank, the officers 
and directors of the bank, while 
denying any legal liabiilty, have 
recognized a moral obligation with 
respect to the guaranteed bonds 
and participation certificates of the 
First National Co.” 

The notice refers to a suit pend- 
ing in Circuit Court, seeking to 
hold the bank liable on the par- 
ticipations.

Europe.” 


Has Lunch With Ciano. 

Welles had a farewell luncheon 
today with Count Ciano, Italian 
Foreign Minister, and diplomats be- 
lieved Ciano may have given him 
an idea of what occurred at yester- 
day’s meeting between Premier 
Mussolini and Chancellor Hitler of 
Germany at Brenner Pass. 

They lunched informally at

LONDON, March 19 (AP).—The 
Air Ministry announced that Royal 
Air Force planes attacked and se- 
verely bombed the German North 
Sea air base at Hornum on the 
Island of Sylt tonight.

HOUSE COF 


Will Recommend Increase 
to Five Rather Than 
Abolish Present Board 
and Create New One. 


WASHINGTON, March 19 (AP). 
~The House Labor Committee 
voted, 14 to 3, today to recommend 
to Congress that the National Labor 
Relations Board be increased from 
three to five members. 

Chairman Norton (Dem.), New 
Jersey, announced the decision at 
the end of a two-hour «closed com- 
mittee meeting. She said it was 
decided “by a close vote” to reject 
proposals to abolish the present 
board and create a new one. 
Committee members, studying 
the Wagner Labor Act section by 
section, decided against any 
changes in the declaration of pol- 
icy which had been recommended 
by the special House committee in- 
vestigating the act and the board. 

It was learned later that the 
proposal to abolish the existing 
board in favor of a new one of 
five members lost in the Norton 
Committee by a vote of 9 to 8. 
Such a proposal had won the favor 
of the investigating committee, 
headed by Representative Smith 
(Dem.), Virginia, in its recommen- 
dations for sweeping changes in 
the board’s makeup and proced- 
ure. 

Discussing the increase in the 
board membership, Mrs. Norton 
said: “This step seems absolutely 
necessary. 

“A great many people take the 
position that if two more members 
were added to the board, a lot of 
other complaints would go out the 
window. That seems to be where 
they all start. 

“Apparently there has been more 
or less of a deadlock in the board, 
and by adding two members we 
certainly would destroy the effect 
of that, if there is such a thing.” 

Attack on NLRB Decision. 

William L. Leiserson has accused 
his two colleagues on the board of 
upsetting rather than encouraging 
collective bargaining, in one of 
their decisions. 

Leiserson dissented from a ma- 
jority opinion ordering the Mc- 
Quay-Norris Manufacturing Co. of 
Indianapolis to incorporate in a 
signed agreement with the United 
Automobile Workers (CIO) a clause 
giving the union exclusive recog- 
nition as bargaining agent for all 
production employes in the plant. 

The board majority—Chairman 
J. Warren Madden and Edwin 8. 
Smith—held that the company had 
failed to engage in collective bar- 
gaining as contemplated by the 
Wagner Act through refusing to 
write such a clause into the agree- 
ment. The union’s majority status, 
they said, was conceded by the 
company. 

The two board members said that 
the company agreed in 1938 to a 
contract clause recognizing the 
union as sole bargaining agent for 
its members, and promising to deal 
with no other agent except indi- 
vidual or groups of employes.

The city lost its suit to recover 
trom Circuit Clerk H. Sam Priest 
and his official surety $9905 lost 
through failure to enforce 65 of the 
1768 benefit tax judgments in the 
McKinley Plaza condemnation, by 
4 ruling of Circuit Judge William 
K. Koerner today. 

A demurrer dy the defense, al- 
leging lack of evidence and lack 
of a statutory requirement for 
the Circuit Clerk to deliver such 
executions to the Sheriff, was sus- 
tained by the Court, at the close 


of testimony for the city. 

The Judge directed the jury 0 
give an instructed verdict for the 
defendants, but did not require this 
erdict to be returned, because City 
Counselor Edgar H. Wayman re- 
quested instead entry of an in- 
voluntary nonsuit. 

With this action, Wayman re- 
ceived permission also to have the 
nonsuit set aside. This meant that 
the way was left open for him 
to file a motion seeking to have 
the Court's decision on the basic 
question changed—the equivalent 
of requesting a new trial. 

Opposing Arguments. 

Counsel for Priest and the surety, 
rguing in support of the demur- 
rer, maintained that there was no 
requirement in law for the Clerk 
to turn executions over to the 
Sheriff, but that the law gave the 
plaintiff—in the condemnation case, 
the city—control over issuance of 
executions. Judge Koerner upheld 
this view. Wayman’s argument 
was to the effect that the clerk was 
legally required to deliver execu- 
tions to the Sheriff. 

Associate City Counselor Francis 
J. Sullivan testified yesterday that 
he filed motions for executions on 
the 65 judgments in two groups 
on March 2 and March 5, 1937, and 
obtained court approval. Failure 
to collect the judgments, issued 
originally on March 7, 1927, resulted 
from operation of the 10-year 

tute of limitations. 

Under cross-examination by 
Priest's counsel, former Circuit 
Judge J. Wesley McAfee, Sullivan 
said he had been under the impres- 
sion that court orders for the exe- 
cutions kept the judgments alive. 
The city’s pesition is that Priest 
should have issued the execu- 
tions before expiration of the 10- 
year limitation, while Priest con- 
tends he is not required by law to 
issue executions and that the City 
Counselor's office was negligent in 
not asking for them until just be- 
fore the expiration of the 10-year 
period. 


Knows of No Letter. 

McAfee asked Sullivan whether 
the Comptroller had not sent a let- 
ter to the City Counselor’s office in 
1936, asking that executions be ob- 
tained, but the witness said he 
knew of no such letter. If there 
had been one, apparently it had 
been lost, Sullivan added.

The greater part of the proposed 
ordinance, of 17 typewritten pages, 
is details of equipment requirements 
and inspection provisions, with pow- 
er of enforcement vested in the 
Commissioner of Smoke Regulation. 
Any person may appeal from his 
rulings to the Appeal Board, estab- 
lished under the existing smoke or- 
dinance. 

Furnaces and combustion devices, 
the bill provides, must be operated 
so that the quantity of fly ash emit- 
ted into the open air shall not ex- 
ceed a fixed minimum, the stand- 
ard being that fixed by the Amer- 
ican Society of Mechanical Engi- 
neers. 

The coal-washing section of the 
bill states that coal in small (less 
than 1%-inch) sizes must not be 
sold unless it has been washed, so 
that it shall contain not more than 
10 per cent ash on a dry basis; 
but this is not to apply to coal 
with a volatile content of less 
than 20 per cent on dry basis. 
“Washing” shall mean purifying 
or cleaning, regardless of the 
method used. 

The Commissioner of Smoke Reg- 
ulation, it is provided, shall not 
approve plans or issue permits for 
installation of any device of the 
surface-burning type unless a me- 
chanical burning device or a smoke- 
less fuel is to be used. The sur- 
face-burning type is any type in 
which the fresh fuel is thrown di- 
rectly on the hot fuel bed. A me- 
chanical device is one working 
with automatic controls to feed 
fuel into the furnace from outside. 

The penalty paragraph fixes the 
punishment for violating any of 
the provisions of the ordinance’ at 
a fine of $25 to $100 for each of-

HE average player in

ter finds him broke and without 
employment. Such players really 
need unemployment insurance, 
for they are unemployed and 
without income during seven of 
the 12 months. And when Or- 
ganized Baseball ts around to 
subsidization for the minor 
leagues, to keep them in exist- 
ence, something should be done 
to spread salaries for the Class 
D, C and B players over 12 
months. 

Then the $100 a month player 
would be accurately shown as 
getting $50 a month, or $12.50 a 
week and boys would have a more 
accurate picture of what they'd 
have to go through, if they 
tackled baseball as a potential 
avenue to the Medwick and Di- 
Maggio rainbow. Time was when 
the young player could find em- 
ployment during the offseason, 
but it’s tougher now. Employers 
want boys who are going to stick 
to their jobs and with so many 
more boys than jobs, they can 
pick and choose. :

Fighting Force Saved. 


Consequently, any outside observ- 
er's estimate of a grand total of 
about 80,000 Finnish casualties may 
be erroneous. There is all the more 
reason to place confidence in the 
authoritative figures given above 
because of the record of Finnish 
communiques during the war. 
Whenever the Finns have made 
claims or presented facts, these 
claims or facts have stood up solid- 
ly in all cases where they could be 
checked. 

But a total of 30,000 dead or 
gravely hurt in a fighting force of 
only 300,000 represents in itself a 
very serious loss—especially when

Great Britain’s answer to the 
charge that it is deliberately ruin- 
ing world trade in general, and En- 
glish-American trade in particular, 
was given by Prime Minister Ne- 
ville Chamberlain on Jan. 31 when 
he said that the exigencies of war 
were forcing the British to mar- 
shal their dollar resources in or- 
der to buy war material from the 
United States. At the same time, 
he insisted that Britain still be- 
lieved in trade on the most favored 
nation basis and that it hoped to 
return “to that ideal when this 
war is successfully concluded.” 


The new order follows almost 
immediately on another order, an- 
nounced March 14, under which all 
canned and bottled fruits were sub- 
jected to the license system. In 
1938, the United States sold approx- 
imately 5,000,000 pounds worth of 
such goods to the United Kingdom. 
Neither of these orders, however, 
compares in importance with pre- 
vious nationalization of all grain 
imports and embargo on purchases 
of American tobacco, both of which 
measures were taken early in the 
war.

THE WORDS OF JUDGE REEVES. 
In sentencing Matthew 8. Murray to two years in 
the penitentiary, Federal Judge Reeves of Kansas 
City, eonfessedly performing an “unpleasant duty,” 
went outside the record to fay something which 
the conscience of the American people has been wait- 
ing to hear from the bench. 
Murray had been tried on the charge of evading 
income taxes and found guilty on all five counts 


in the indictment, His explanation that the large 


sums of money he had -received from Tom Pender- 
gast and a contractor, John J. Pryor, were gifts 
and as such were not taxable, was dismissed by 
the court as “incredible and beyond belief.” In that 
judgment, public opinion concurred without dissent, 
It was shown conclusively that Murray, in his double 
official capacity as State WPA Administrator and 


ed contracts for supplies and work to Pendergast 
and Pryor in the amount of some $5,000,000, and 
that their so-called gifts to Murray were payments in 
consideration of excessive value received. 

Judge Reeves took cognizance of Murray’s darker 
villainy in this memorable pronouncement: 

In the foreground of this case is his (Mur- 
ray's) offense in attempting to evade this in- 
come tax, but in the background is the serious 
moral delinquency in debauching his high and 
respectable offices for the sordid income, the 
tax upon which he attempted to evade. 

One of the amazing legal developments of the 
time is the evolution of the income tax law into 
an instrument for bringing to justice evil-doers 
who otherwise might escape punishment. 
classic case, of course, is that of the notorious Al 
Capone, whose murderous reign of lawlessness had 


There are serious objections to the con- 
stitutionality of the bill, which are not 
weakened by your reference to them as 
“hollow.” What section of the Constitu- 
tion is relied upon? Here is one situa- 
tion that cannot be solved through the 
elasticity of the commerce clause. The 
fourteenth amendment is almost as du- 
bious a source of legislative power for 
this purpose. 

Southern Senators may be fighting this 
as a “Reconstruction” law, but even a re- 
constructed Supreme Court will have dif- 
ficulty finding a constitutional peg on 
which to support it. 

On analysis, the obvious need for 
this measure seems illusory. Here is the 
record on lynchings in the United States 
for the last five years, as published by 
the Tuskegee Institute. In 1934, there 
were 15 lynchings; in 1935, there were 20; 
in 1936, there were nine; in 1937, there 
were eight; in 1938, there were six; in

It is significant that while Berlin has given out 
glowing stories of a reaffirmation of the Berlin-Rome 
axis and its extension to Moscow at the meeting of 


day, Italian officialdom and the Italian press have 
been rather secretive, 1 

This confirms the view that foreign observers have 
expressed for some time, namely, that the personal 
ardor of the Fascist leaders toward Hitler has com- 
pletely cooled. These observers have said that if 
Italy in the end is found fighting with Germany, it 
will be because she feels that is the course she must 
take if she is to sit with the victors when the terms 
of peace are written. 

There is no doubt that both Premier Mussolini 
and Count Ciano will do some deep thinking before 
they lie down in the same bed with the Soviet Com- 
missars. II Duce takes keen pride in his invention of 
the corporative state, which he has vehemently advo- 
cated as a counter to the advance of Communism. 

If he should ally Fascism with Bolshevism, he 
would in effect admit the truth of the Communist 
theory that Fascism is simply the final phase of 
decadent capitalism—a mere stepping stone to the 
dictatorship of the proletariat, It would be a stun- 
ning blow to his pride of authorship. 

On the economic side, Italy is the rival of both 
Germany and Russia for the trade of the Balkan 
states. In this region, Italian prestige under Musso- 
lini has reached a new high mark. This prestige, 
which has already suffered, will vanish entirely if 
Hitler realizes his dream of welding Germany and 
Russia into an industrial empire, with German busi- 
ness and engineering genius exploiting Russia’s raw 
materials and man power. 

Such an economic alliance would almost inevitably 
draw the Balkans into its orbit, with Italy left very 
much on the outside. For this loss, Italian gains in 
Northern Africa would be slight compensation. 

If Il Duce casts his lot with Berlin and Moscow, 
it is safe to say that it will be not so much from 
choice as from what he considers the overwhelming 
weight of expediency. To be given full credit, the 
announcement of a Rome-Berlin-Moscow axis will 
have to come from Rome.

An organization dedicated specifically to keeping 
an eye on violations of the citizen’s rights is the 
American Civil Liberties Union. This organization 
for years has been a watchful guardian of civil

violation. So rigid are its standards, so unbiased its 
outlook, that it has on occasion defended the rights 
of Communists and Nazis, Klansmen and Jehovah's 
Witnesses, labor unions and teachers of evolution, 
the Ford Motor Co. and Republic Steel. 

It is instructive, therefore, to learn what the ACLU 
thinks about the census questions. Does it consider 
them a gross violation of privacy, a snooping op- 
eration akin to the doings of Hitler and Stalin, as 
do Senator Tobey and other critics?

There is only one course left for the Illinois mine 
owners. They must so transform their product that 
it will be acceptable to the communities that are 
now insisting on clean air the year around. Few 
of them will show the consideration that St. Louis 
has shown for the coal producers, since they do 
not have the same direct interest in the trade of 
the area. However, the miners hardly can expect 
to retain markets at the sufferance of the buyers. 
To do business, they must offer a product that 
those buyers want. The life of the industry is at 


stake.

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IF WE ARE TO SAVE SAVINGS. 

In a discussion of the savings problem in Missouri, 
we printed figures last August which showed that 
commercial banks were virtually driving savings 
accounts away by lowering interest rates to bring 
them in line with earnings. These statistics dis- 
closed that only mutual savings banks had enjoyed 
an increase in deposits in 10 years, that deposits in 
commercial banks—national and state—in trust com- 
panies, savings and loan associations, and even the 
postal system, had gone down. 

The annual report of the National Association of 
Mutual Savings Banks, which has just been issued, 
shows that in 1939 new high marks were estab- 
lished for assets, deposits and number of depositors 
in mutual savings banks. Deposits in the largest 
bank of this type, the Bowery Savings Bank of New 
York, passed $512,000,000. The total in such banks, 
which are concentrated in New York, Massachusetts, 
Connecticut and other Middle Atlantic seaboard 
states, reached a total of more than 11 billion doliars. 

Even more impressive is the increase in the num- 
ber of accounts by 291,913, to a total of 16,448,476. 
Each account represents the welfare of at least two 
persons on the average, so that more than 30,000,000 
persons, or about one-fourth of the entire American 
population, have fluid capital in mutual savings 
banks, 

Yet the banking laws of neither Missouri nor. Illi- 
nois provide for banks of this character. Why is it 
that bankers in this part of the country have failed 
to make the very sensible distinction between com- 
mercial banking and savings banking? Commercial 
banking is short term; it requires savings accounts 
to be kept in what is virtually a cash condition. 
Mutual savings banking is long term; it can make use 
of better paying investments. Our banks and de- 
positors both would be better off if mutual savings 
banks were extended to the Mississippi Valley,

Europe's War Again on One Front

End of Finnish conflict returns strategic situation to that following 
the Nazi victory in Poland, military writer says; with only a sin- 
gle theater of war, he says, Germans hold advantage and initia- 
tive; sees Allies’ chief recourse now on economic and political fronts.

AST week marked the end of another 
|, chapter in the war. The Blitzkreig in 

Poland was the first. The “big war” that 
followed had two fronts, but the German 
victory in Poland reduced it to one front. 
The Russian invasion of Finland on Nov. 30 
supplied a second front once more, in the 
view of many strategists. 

The Finnish peace, ending Russian in- 
volvement and restoring Europe’s conflict to 
a one-front war, resulted in a strategic situa- 
tion not unlike that which existed on Oct. 1, 
after completion of the Polish conquest. 

What now? Is this smashing blow so 
long predicted, so long undelivered, to be 
launched at last by Germany—and where? 
Or will the war of attrition continue, with 
both sides settling into a test of endurance? 

At sea, the line of immediate future action 
seems obvious. It is clearly to be expected 
that every attempt will be made to draw 
the Allied blockade tighter, to cut off more 
than the estimated 40 to 60 per cent of Ger- 
man imports now being intercepted. 

Germany’s future course at sea is partly 
definable. To date, her counter-blockade of 
Britain has exacted an average daily toll of 
nearly 7000 tons of commercial shipping of all 
nationalities and has cost the British dearly 


in warships sunk and damaged and in the 


strain of maintaining huge anti-submarine, 

anti-plane and mine-sweeping fortes. This 

strategy will certainly continue, with use of 

the. submarine, mine and plane, and, to a 

considerably less extent, the surface raider. 
* * * 


There is one great question, however: Will 
Germany intensify her submarine and mine 
campaign against commercial shipping and 
the British navy, and, above all, will she use 
the full force of her air power in a terrific 
drive against shipping, and perhaps ports, 
in an attempt to cancel out British sea 
power? 

Spring approaches with most authorities 
agreeing that German quantitative air 
strength—in planes on hand and capacity 
of replacements—igs still superior to Allied 
strength and is likely but not certain to re- 
main so for some months to come. An Al- 
lied air offensive, therefore, seems unlikely 
unless, of course, it is provoked by a Ger- 
man offensive, A German offensive is pos 
sible—an offensive against the shipping and 
sea power of Britain, or an offensive in- 
tended primarily to aid a land effort. 

Air power against sea power, or air power 
against land power seems more likely ini- 
tially than the use of air power against 
cities, although the longer the war lasts the 
more certain it becomes that eventually 
bombs will fall upon the centers of Western 
European civilization. * 

On land, the big question is: Win Ger- 
many attack on the West? ! 

For the time being (barring the entry of 
other nations into the war) there is no other 
place ‘for the Reich to attack, and the 118- 
mile frontier between the Moselle and the 
Rhine acquires a new significance as time 
clicks off the days of spring. Important, too, 
are the Low Countries, Holland and Bel- 
gium and Switzerland, flanks of the Western 
front and possible avenues of invasion. Their 
borders, although heavily defended, are less 
strongly guarded than that atretch between 
the Rhine and the Moselle. 

However, the chance of an attack by Ger- 
many will depend mainly upon (1) whether 
ers believe she hes a revreonable 


chance of winning a decisive victory by a 
great offensive; (2) whether they believe 
that the economic pressure of the British 
blockade prohibits a victory in a long war 
and therefore necessitates a smashing offen- 
sive in an attempt to win a short war. 

It is probably safe to say that during 1940, 
at any rate, it will be Germany which will 
make the decision—not the Allies. For, al- 
though Germany has lost the value of the 
surprise factor, which she held last Septem- 
ber, she is still superior in land and air 
strength to the Allies, particularly in the 
Western theater of war. Behind the great 
strength of her West Wall she can probably 
muster today some 150 to 200 divisions, as 
compared to the Allies 85 to 150. 

With Finland conquered and Russia free 
to turn her energies elsewhere, with the 
200,000 to 300,000 Allied troops in the Near 
East pinned down by a concentration of 
more than 150,000 Italians in Libya, and with 
the great peninsula of uncertain Italy pro- 
jecting across the Allied supply route to 
the Near East, Germany still possesses the 
inestimable value of the initiative. . 

She can strike, if she wants to—but will 
she want to? 

Unless Germany should have a surprise 
weapon of à power and effectiveness hith- 
erto undreamed of, her present margin ‘of 
superiority on land and in the air is prob- 
ably not sufficient, when terrain difficulties 
of the Western front and the great strength 
of the Maginot line are taken into account, 
to turn an offensive into a decisive victory. 

This does not mean that the powerful 
armies of the Reich will not strike. But the 
possibility remains that Germany may de- 
cide to remain on the defensive on land, 
while harrying the British at sea and from 
the air, and consolidating and forming a 
political bloc directed against the Allies. 

* © * 


Such a war of waiting would be contrary 
to German military traditions; but if Ger- 
many elects it, the next move will be up to 
the Allies. That move may be long delayed, 
for it seems clearer with each passing day 
that the Allies have neither the, forces nor 
the disposition to attack in the West at this 
time, their forces in the Near East are check- 
mated by Italy and in any case inadequate 
as yet for offensive operations. 

Only a few things seem certain. For a 
time—March, April and May—the Westérn 
front will be the focus of military operations 
as each side seeks to learn the other's inten- 
tions. But strategically, as well as po 
litically, the spotlight seems likely to shift, 
if these months pass without large-scale 
action, to the Balkans and the Near East 
(perhaps as far eastward as Afghanistan), 
and to the Mediterranean and the Black Sea. 

As long as Turkey is neutral, effective Al- 
lied naval action in the Black Sea, Allied air 
and land action in the Caucasus against 
Russian Batum and the Russian oil fields 
are difficult if not impossible. 

Until Turkey or Italy enters the war in 
the Balkans, the conflict, so far as the Allies 
are concerned,’ is on the political and eco- 
nomic fronts, —

Up here in Kansas, we are more interested 
in knowing that the Governor has the 
troops out to keep the Federal Government 
from building a dam that will overflow some 
Oklahoma State highways than we are in 
knowing that the Grand River is a Kansas 
river. This side of the Oklahoma-Kansas 
line, the Grand River is the Neosho River 
and it flows past our door. 
If they will build that dam high enough, 
300 or 400 feet, the Grand River dam might 
back the water up into our Commercial 
street.

Kansas Official. Says It Began 
When Clubs Supplanted 
Teeth as Weapons. 


BALTIMORE, March 19 (AP).— 
Today’s toothaches really, started 
when prehistoric man stopped 
biting his enemies and began using 
a club. 

This dental decline was described 
today to the American Dental As- 
sociation in an address by Dr. 
Leon R. Kramer of Topeka, Kan., 
director of the mental hygiene divi- 
sion of the Kansas State Board of 
Health. 

“Prehistoric man had large jaws, 
a large mouth and powerful teeth,” 
Dr. Kramer said. “In his competi- 
tion for livelihood, his teeth and 
jaws were effective instruments of 
defense.“ i 

But when the club idea got 
around, along with stone hatchets 
and other bone-crushers, prehistoric 
man put less strain on his teeth, 
Dr. Kramer continued, and a 
gradual change occurred, “resulting 
in weaker teeth, less resistant oral 
tissues and smaller jawbones.” 
Today civilized man has a “glass 
jaw” and tooth decay.

REICH AND VATICAN 
TALKS ON CHURCH 
ACCORD REPORTED 


Arrangement Sought to 
Protect Catholic Interests 


in Territories Annexed by 
Nazis. : 


VATICAN CITY, March 19 (AP). 
Germany and the Vatican are 
negotiating an arrangement to safe- 
guard the interests of Catholics in 
territories annexed by Germany, & 
reliable Vatican source said today. 

The informant said the negotia-

Pope Pius XII was thought ‘to 
have discussed the matter with 
German Foreign Minister Joachim 
von Ribbentrop when he was re- 
ceived in audience here March 11.

—This once thriving city of 8000, 
formerly known us Finlend's “Gi- 
braltar of the Baltic,” rapidly is be- 
coming a ghost town, as its Finnish 
residents hurry to new homes with 
all the goods they can carry before 
the Russians come. 

Trucks, trains, busses and even 
bicycles are being pressed into 
service in the town and for the 
whole length of the Hanko Penin- 
sula. Every resident, authorities 
said, is bent on one purpose—get- 
ting his belongings safely across 
the new frontier before the Red 
army takes possession Saturday un- 
der the terms of the Moscow peace 
treaty. 

Hanko was leased by the Rus- 


sians for 30 years and will be used 
as a military base.

Although gasoline consumption 
3 new high in St. Louis last 
year and miles traveled over city 
streets increased by 58,000,000 St. 
Louis retained practically the same 
position in traffic safety as in 1938, 
it was shown by the annual re- 
port of Director of Streets and 
Sewers Frank J. McDevitt present- 
ed to the Traffic Commission at its 
meeting today in Mayor Dick- 
mann’s office. 

There were 85 automobile deaths, 
as compared with 84 for 1938, giv- 
ing St. Louis a death rate of 10.2 
persons for each 100,000 population, 
as compared with 10.12 for 1938, 
and placing it second among large 
cities in low mortality on a popu- 
lation basis. Milwaukee had a death 
rate of 9.3. Highest was Los 
Angeles with 34.8, and the average 
for all cities was 15.1. 

Significant in the mass of sta- 
tistics is the improvement St. Louis 
has made in recent years. Last 
year’s record represented a reduc- 
tion of 18.65 per cent in death rate 
in comparison with the average for 
1937, 1938 and 1939. 

More Mileage Indicated. 

Gasoline consumption in St. 
Louis increased 4 per cent over 
1938 to a record high of 123,465,000 
gallons and motor vehicle regis- 
trations increased 1.8 per cent. The 
effectiveness of Mayor Dickmann’s

One of the most serious problems 
is presented by pedestrians, the re- 
port says. Surveys at intersections 
with automatic traffic lights show 
that 50 per cent of adults and 25 
per cent of children fail to cross 
on the green light.

Again, St. Louis ded the nation 
in child safety. There were but five 
deaths of persons less than 16 years 
old, a reduction of two from 1938. 

Pointing out that there were two 
fatalities on the Express Highway 
last year and an increase in acci- 
dents since the speed limit there 
was increased from 30 to 45 miles 
an hour, McDevitt recommended

Investment Bankers Charge 
Fedéral Agency With Ex- 
ceeding Its Powers. 


NEW YORK, March 19 (AP).— 
The Investment Bankers’ Associa- 
tion of America said the Securities 
an Exchange Commission was ex- 
ceeding its authority and violating 
the expressed intention of Congress 
in its rule regulating the under- 
writing and sale of securities of 
public utility companies and their 
subsidiaries. 

The charge was contained in a 
letter to the commission yesterday 
from Emmett F. Connely of De- 
troit, president of the association, 
presenting the report of a special 
committee answering the request 
of the SEC for suggestions regard- 
ing the desirability of devising 
more effective methods for preserv- 
ing competition and arm’s length 
bargaining. The report said in 
part: 

“Careful reading of the act (the 
Public Utility Act of 1935) fails to 
disclose any provisions charging 
the commission generally apart 
from intra-system transactions with 
‘maintenance of competitive condi- 
tions’ in the distribution of securi- 
ties of registered public utility hold- 
ing companies and their public 
utility company subsidiaries. 

„It is noteworthy that in sections 
regulating the sale of securities, 
Congress made no reference to the 
maintenance of competitive condi- 
tions or the absence of arm’s 
length bargaining but required only 
that the price, fees and expenses be 
reasonable. 

“We recommend that the commis- 
sion rescind its present Rule U- 
12F-2. In place of the burdensome 
and costly procedures required un- 
der the existing rule, it is our rec- 
ommendation that the reasonable- 
ness of the price, terms and spread 
of a proposed ‘issue be established 
by comparing them with those pre- 
vailing for comparable issues sell- 
ing or recently issued in the open 
market,” 

The report opposed compulsory 
competitive bidding as detrimental 
to the interests of issuers, security 
holder, consumers and the invest- 
ing public. It said the measure 
was certain to center the business 
of underwriting and distributing 
securities in relatively few hands 
virtually eliminating hundreds of 
dealers and local underwriters be- 
cause of the cost of that type of 
bidding.

S there any scientific basis for 
J ine use of fruit as the first course 
of a meal? 


Yes. In the first place, it has 
been found experimentally that 
fruits as a pre-meal course reduce 
the irritating properties of aller- 
gents in food and allow people who 
are sensitive to a large number of 
foods to get by without any re- 
sponse in the way of hives or 
asthma. Furthermore, fruits pro- 
duce preliminary response on the 
part of the stomach with a rapid 
concentration of acid and pepsin, 
which are digestion fluids and used 
for the digestion of other foods. 

It has also been found that fruits 
reduce the amount of germs in the 
small and large intestine.

WHAT IS THE cause and treat- 
ment of itching of the external 
ear? 


This common condition is often 
called seborrheic dermatitis, which 
is akin to dandruff. It may be due 
to invasion of the skin with a spe- 
cial variety of streptococcus germs. 
Discharge from the ear in the later 
stages, when the discharge is al- 
most dried up, will produce severe 
itching and inflammation of the 
ear. Impacted wax will also do the 
same thing. Treatment in these 
latter two instances is to attack the 
cause. 

Itching for which we can find no 
cause is very difficult to treat and 
may tax the resources of the der- 
matologist and the ear specialist 
combined.

F half the movie actors who've 
J expressea a burning desire to 

trod the Broadway boards in 
stage plays this spring and sum- 
mer manage to make good their 
ambitions, the studios may as well 
prepare right now to close shop— 
and darken a few thousand thea- 
ters along with them. But, have 
no fears—they won't. 


Spring, descending early on Hol- : 


lywood, has ushered in its usual 
attack of morbid ennui—and stage- 
itis. However, the stage epidemic 
seems more acutely contagious 
than ever before. Young and old 
actors alike, some with no previ- 
ous platform experience, have 
fallen willing victim to the germ. 

The reason, according to veteran 
diagnosticians who’ve been watch- 
ing the same situation for years, 
is that soaring temperatures and 
sluggish days have a tendency to 
stir the ham in the average actor. 
At this season he invariably begins 
regarding the camera as a devastat- 
ing ogre—and thinks the only re- 
lief is a chance to strut his stuff 
before real, flesh audiences in the 
big town.

of spades. The declarer, for a fleet- 
ing moment, thought of putting up 
dummy’s jack, but decided that he 
always would be able to finesse 
against the queen, on the second 
round, if it were held by West, and 
therefore allowed the lead to ride 
to his own K-10 tenace. 

The ten won and, as per “plan,” 
deciarer returned the seven of 
spades, intending to finesse dum- 
my's jack in order to create two 
entries for the leads of hearts 
through East's hoped for king. 

But West had been doing some 
thinking on his own hook. He saw 
that if his partner had a trump 
honor that was impregnable from 
one lead through, but not two, it 
was up to him to reduce dummy’s 
entries from two to one. There 
fore, West nonchalantly put up his 
spade queen on the second lead of 
the suit! 

From that point declarer was 
helpless. He won in dummy with 
the ace and finessed the trump 
king, but with this spade king left 
in his own hand never could re- 
enter the dummy for the vital sec- 
ond finesse. Thus he was forced 
to concede East’s trump king for 
a defeat of one trick. 

It should have been obvious that, 
against good defense, dummy’s jack 
of spades had to be played on the 
very first lead of the suit. If East 
had the queen, and smothered the 
jack with it, that was just too bad. 
Because if East had the queen and 
used it properly, declarer would 
be helpless no matter what card 
he played from dummy. If dummy 
ducked, East would have to be a 
very bad defense player to put up 
the queen, since he must perceive 
that it should be conserved to shut 
out dummy’s only possible second 
entry. 

Thus, since the only method of 
entering dummy twice depended 
on the spade queen lying in West's 
hand, it should have been a simple 


matter to play the jack at the first 


opportunity.

Various Ways 
Of Preparing 
Eggs Tastily

0 ne “to. pronounce

“oeuf.” This word is. seldom seen 


on a French menu without a phrase 
which describes some more or less 


elaborate treatment, as eggs are 
not used for breakfast as is 80 
often the case in this country. 
They appear at luncheon and 
sometimes as an _ introductory 
course at dinner. They are not 
always dressed elaborately, but 
even the simplest poached or fried 
egg is treated individually. Ea 
one is cooked by itself in a small 


ways over a low fire. 

I have developed a compromise 
method which fulfills our usual 
demand for haste in breakfast 
preparation. I call this dish eggs 
poached in butter. The flavor and 
the texture are just as good as 
when each egg is cooked separate- 
ly, but the appearance is not quite 
so attractive as when each egg has 
its own even white ruffle. Into a 
heavy hot frying pan I melt enough 
butter to make the pan shine, break 
the eggs into this and cover them. 
I let them stand a few moments 
without any flame, then take a 
peek at them, and if they are not 
entirely set I allow them to have 
a little heat. You may use salad 
oil or clarified bacon fat instead of 
the butter if you like. 


For luncheon dishes I recommend 
small earthenware casseroles into 
which a mushroom, a tomato, a 
cheese or an onion sauce may be 
placed. On top of this the eggs 
may be broken carefully and then 
cooked in the oven until they are 
set. The famous eggs Mornay are 
made with a cheese sauce. When 
you use spinach and perhaps grat- 
ed cheese or buttered bread crumbs 
over the eggs you have what is 
known as eggs Florentine. Eggs 
Soubise demand creamed onions. 
There are innumerable other titles 
for dishes of this sort, depending 
upon what type of sauce is used. 


Then there are scrambled eggs. 
No two persons agree upon the 
proper method for preparing this 
dish. You may merely add season- 
ings or water, milk or cream, ac- 
cording to your taste. 
beat the eggs previously or after 
they are broken in the well-but- 
tered pan. You may cook them 
over hot water or directly over a 
low flame. You may stir vigorous- 
ly or just enough to break up the 
yolks and the whites. There is just 
one point upon which there can 
be no discussion. The eggs must 
be cooked only until they are 
creamy. Overcooking makes them 
dry and tough. And they must be 
served at once—scrambled eggs will 
wait for no man. 


There is almost as much differ- 
ence of opinion upon the proper 
method for making an omelet. Like 
you, I have my own favorite way. 
I have only one method since I 
watched on a hot July day dozens 
of omelets being cooked over a 
gentle wood fire in the lobby of 
the Restaurant Poulard at Mont- 
Saint-Michel. I was warned that 
an omelet could only be made to 
perfection in a long-handled frying 
pan over a wood fire, but it is deli- 
cate and full of flavor even when

There will be 
some foam remaining on top. In- 
crease the heat and shake the pan 
until the omelet loosens. Fold 
omelet and slip onto a hot. platter.

SCRAMBLED EGGS. 


Break eggs into bowl and beat 
just enough to mix yolks and 
whites. Add a dash of salt and a 
dash of pepper and cook in a fry- 
ing pan in melted butter or hot 
sausage or bacon ‘fat; stirring fre- 
quently over a low fire until eggs 
are set. Add more salt and pepper 
if necessary. 

CREAMY SCRAMBLED EGGS. 


Break eggs into top of double 
boiler and beat just enough to mix 
yolks and whites. Add one table- 
spoon of cream or top milk for 
each egg and a dash of salt and 
a dash of pepper. Stir over hot 
water until eggs are thick and 
creamy. Add more salt and pepper 
if necessary. 

EGGS IN CASES. 

12 slices of bacon, 

Six eggs. 

One teaspoon salt. 

One-quarter teaspoon pepper. 

Bread crumbs. 

Toast. 

Place bacon in muffin tin to 
form a case for egg. Drop in egg, 
dust with salt, pepper and bread 
crumbs. Set in moderate oven
